Jerome County Zoning Adminis- 
trator Art Brown notes that the., 
dairies still nccd.ih^Division.of-En- . 
.yironmcntal Quality to OK rheir 
waste management plans. They also 
need the Soil Conservation Scrvfce 
to state that stored waste will r\ot 
seep into the groundwater beneath 
the lagoons. 

Brown said he does not see why 
the dairies would not comply with 
those regulations 

"I don’t know too many dairy- 
farmers that would want to wfcck 
their ground." he said.

WENDELL - War. famine and natural 
disasters were part of Steven Asp- 
Schussheim’s life as principal of American 
schools in foreign countries. 

Asp-Schussheim is new principal at 
Wendell Middle School this fall. Over the 
past 12'ycars. he has taught or worked as 
principal in overseas schools in four for- 
eign countries - -rtot always under the most 
favorable conditions. 

The New York native graduated from 
universities in West Virginia and Minneso- 
-- tarTwclvc days-of-minus-20-dcgrcc-lcm- 
pcraturcs in Minnesota convinced him to 
look for a job in warmer climate. He found 
that climate through the international cdu- 
caiion system. 

When he worked in El Salvador, it was 
during a time of war. When he worked in 
Ethiopia, it was during a time of famine. 

"For field trips I took my students out to 
feeding stations,” he said. “Not the most 


pleasant situation but a great learning expe- 
rience." 

Then he was a junior high .school princi- 
pal at the International School in Doualu.. 
Cameroon. While there in August 1986 a 
cloud of carbon dioxide gas bubbled up out 
ofLakc Nyos and killed about 1.700 people 
in nearby villages. 

Most recently he spent six years as a 
teacher, junior high and high school princi- 
pal. and college counselor in Beijing. Chi- 


His slides show a festive atmosphere in 
Tiananmen Square when students there 
demonstrated for democracy in June, 1989,

’by Chinese army. He was evacuated and re- 
turned afier the trouble calmed. 

.The Chinese students who had demon- 
strated for democracy were asked by their 
government what they wanted. Asp- 
Schussheim said. Because these, students 
had only a, Chinese education, they did not 
know what democracy is. he said. 

He was free to travel throughout the 


country, but "the Chinese aren’t ready for 
their children to attend the American 
schqol yet." he .said. 

But the Chinese are embracing free en- 
terprise. he said. 

"You can go anywhere in Peking or 
Shanghai and sec open markets where they 
arc selling products with American labels 
and the same price as at Scars or K-Mart." 
he said. 

American schools abroad educate the 
children of American diplomats, business- 
men. military personnel, children of diplo- 
mats from other coumric.s and also children 
of privileged foreigners. Asp-Schussheim 
said. ^ ^ 

'The purpose of American education in 
foreign countries is to give Americans the 
opportunity to compete with the Japanese 
and Germans.” he said. '

LOS ANGELES — Who will it bc'.» 

Starting Monday, a Los Angeles 
judge will decide who will be plucked 
from the local supennarkcl. hair .salon, 
restaurant — or. very likely, unem- 
ployment line or retirement Iwine — to 
Ttiromhc'pancfdcciding-ilre'ftite'or' 
O.J. Simpson. 

After more than three months of 
' high-profile Teaks, .spins and counroom 
diumaiics in the Simpson double-mur- 
der ease, the more focused and some- 
times Subtle job of jury .selection is 
scheduled lo begih at 9 a.m. 

Expected lo run for weeks, the selec- 
tion in Los Angeles' latest high-profile 
ciLsc may be the most crucial phase in 
the trial of the football great. 

Judge Lance llo's explosion Friday 
over media leaks reflects the dicey 
prospc-ct of finding a fair jury for u cu.se 
that has cngro.s.scd much of the nation, 
including some in the jury pool. 

Among the questions involved in the 
selection: 

• Will Ihc jurors be .sequestered'.' 

•Do stereotypes typically applied lo 
potential jurors hold true in this case'.' 
_iXaRjin_iiiibja5tf.djtaneU).ej;Qiinil,_ 
despite the voracious media feeding on 
the case'.' 

"I would not want lo be on this 
juiy,’;' said Vieior Gold, u profet^r at 
Loyola Ltiw School. 

But others miglil. Kubcrl 
-Hirschhomr a -jiiry-consultant-bascd-in- 
Galvesldn. Texas, said he sees four 
possible hidden agendas: 

"There arc people who want lo geii- 
on so they can find the guy guilty, peo- 
ple who want to find him not guilty, 
people who want to hit the idtlcry by 
selling their story and people who want 
to get on to be part ofliistory."

The judge hasn't decided whether 
the jurors will be sequestered, which 
the prosecution has requested and the 
defense has opposed. Ito has said he 
-fiiM-wunls-to-queslion-jurors-io-dctcr- 
mine the extent of their contamination 
by news coverage ofthe trial. 


While-seqiicstrgtion-is-iniendcd'io- ’ 
make for u fair trial for both sides, it 
may create several problems. 

“I think it (scquc.stralion) is a horren- 
dous thing," said Leslie Abramson, 
who is defending Erik Mcnendez on 
charges that he and his brother mur- 
dered their parents in 1989. "You get 
1sxnalcd.“uniii^lved people. ' 

"Anyone who says. *1 want to spend i 
si.x months locked in a hotel' is nuts, so 
you lose the rational, the sane, the norr 
mal. ... It destroys any pos.sibiliiy of a 
fair cross section." 

Lois Heaney, a Bay Area jury con- 
sidtant who worked with Abramson on ' 
the Mcnendez case, saidt^'Wc'vc seen 
.sequestered cases where people liavc 
c.ats. and can’t serve." 

The panel likely would include a dis- 
proporiinnaie number of retirees and 
unemployed people with nothing to 
lose on the SS-a-day pay for service. 

Gold envisions another problem: 
"Imagine a juror who has been sil- 
ling in a hotel room and courtroom 
for six months. ... Nqw they’re sup- 
posed to begin delibcra(ion.s. H.ow . . 
diligent, how careful will the jury 
be'.’ I would imagine they will be 
_V-cryJmpaiicni._cager_to.gci,ho,mC-PS_ 
soon as po.ssibic." 

On the other hand, he said, some ju- 
rors may want to be sequestered,. 

--"If every night they le ft the p roic c- 
lion of the baililTs and the courthouse, 
who knows who would follow them, 
-harass-them— beginningnvith'thc'!cs5“ 
reputable (reporters) who may try lo 
interview them, root through their 
garbage ... lo how many nuts are out 
there," Gold .said. 

The burden on jurors from seques- 
tration may begin even before opening 
arguments are made. After the panel is 
chosen, there will be lengthy hearings ' 


“^^irom wmcinhcjury is excluded"- 
on DNA evidence and other matters. If 
jurors are sequestered, they may have 
little to do for us long as a month while 
those hearings go on. 

Racial — and gender and class — 
mix on the jury will be important, legal 
analysts said, for the public perception 
-of-whaicver-vcrdicHrTcndcrcdrBut^ 
.they cautioned that it's fboIi.slt.io make 
stereotypical a.s.sumplions. '

LOS ANGELIiS — Listening lo ftie car ra- 
dio one morning last fall. Hazel Thom’ion heard 
callers to u talk show belittle the jurors in the 
Reginald Deniu beating iriu], which had just 
ended. The "stupid idiots." she heard them say. 

Tliomion shuddered. At the time, she was a 
juror in the irinjof Erik Mcnendez,. who was 
accused with hif brother of liiurdcring their 
NsStalihy purenis. As .she drove to the court- 
hou.se. she worried that "people might say the 
same thing agoinst us." 

When Iter jury deadlocked many weeks Ia(er, 
Thornton and fellow jurors became the ^it of 
jokes across the country. Tlicir failure to con- 
vict prompted people to ask: Is there something 
wrong with thejuiy system'.’ 

Now OJ. Simpson will be tried for the mur- 
deis of his fomier wife and her friend, provid- 
ing the world with a forum for c.xuniining the 
fiaws of juries in yet another Los Angeles case. 

Jurors do make lots of mistakes. They err 
most often in understanding and applying the 
letter of the law and may bend it when their 
syiiipaihics or biases favor a particular out- 
come. In criminal cases, for instance, one sur- 
vey showed they arc more likely to acquit a 
guilty person than to convict someone who is 
innocent. 

But for all their faulis. juries usually manage 
lo produce verdicts that are defensible, if not 
perfect, according to social scientist.s. 

"It depends on wh.nt your tolerance for error 
— is.-said forcnsic.psychologistElizabctli Loftus.- 
"Wc have a system that work.s well a lot of the 
time, but it also makes mistakes." 

The imperfections of jurors reflecl the frail- 
ties of human nature:

Who serves on long trials?

LOS ANGELES — H is not known 
whether juries in notorious cases like that of 
the Mcnendez Brothers actually deadlock 
more thon others. What is known is that 
their makeup is probably difTercnt because 
few people can afford to serve on long trials. 

Although spot surveys indicate that peo- 
ple who show up for juty duty arc more edu- 
cated than the general population, jurors 
who serve in coses longer than 20 days may 
be an exception. Tliosc panels tend tcThavc 
fewer college graduates and more uncm- 
i ployed, retired, female and unmarried mem- 
bers. according to a 1987 srudy of fcdcnil 
civil trials by the Washington-based Federal 
Judicial Center. 

In jury questionnaires obtained by the Los 
Angeles Times, jurors in recent Los Angeles 
death penalty trials that lasted one to two 
months were overwhelmingly retirees or cm- 
ploycc.s of the post office or other government 
agcncic:: or aerospace flmw th:it pay for ex- 


tended service. JVttomeys complain that both 
iowcr-incomc arid uppcr-incomc residents 
rarely serve in protractixl coses. 

Certain occupations ma)r be overrepre- 
sented on such juries. This may happen 
when a major employer in town has gener- 
ous jury benefits. Engineers— “people who 
want to moke the pieces fit" — sit frequent- 
ly on juries in Seattle bccai&c Boeing pays 
well for jury duty, according to one authori- 
ty on jury composition. 

Such . imbalances can be o factor in the 
outcome of some coses. An engineer may be 
more likely to evaluate scientific evidence 
properly — or to balk at a conviction if the 
evidence doc.s not neatly fit together; consul- 
tants say. 

Older jurors also arc common in long trir 
als. For example, a majority of the Rodney 
King jurors in the state (riol were 50 or older 
— the kind more likely to be ^mpathctic to 
the police, experts said. The jury in the sec- 
ond trial had only tlirec jurors over 50, ac- 
cordingtoajuiy consultantlbr(hedcfcn.<>c. ' 
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• • They can be capricious, .swayed by emo- 
tional appeals or prejudice, and will’ignore the 
law if they believe its result would be unjust. 

• Juries someiimes just cannot agree and 
deadlock. 

— •-Jurofs-havc-troublc-understanding-judges- 
who give convoluted instructions and become 
overwhelmed by coinple.x evidence. 

' • In long trials, which'oncn are the most 
highly publicized, jurors c.xn be infiuenced by 
thninusual pressures, and the composition «f- 
ilic p.incls tends lo be different. • 

Sometimes the.public unfairly bliimes juruis 
for unpopular verdict.s that can be traced in- 
stead to key mistakes in ruling.^ by judges or 
poor performances by the lawyers.. The evi- 
dence jurors arc allowed lo consider also may

be substantially dilTcivni from what the public 
may know- about a case. 

Many believe (lie prosecution was weak in 
the state trial in whicluhe jury failed to convict 
four Los Angeles police ofTicers accused of 
-beating moioilst Rodney King in 1991 .The lat- 
er fcdenil trial.' which produced convictions of 
two officers on civil ri^Ls charges, was staridy 
difl'crenl from the first, from the evidence pre- 
sented by tile prosecution to the judge's instruc- 
tions to ihcjury. -; — 

Jurors may luve feared the possibility of unri»l 
when tiicy produced only one fcliint) conviction 
against two men accused of beating trwk driver 
Reginald Denny at the flash pmni of the ricMs that 
followed the initial King vcniicl. 

But most legal experts believe the proseCu- 


lion.errcd in bringing excessive chiirgc.s against 
Ihc defendants, 

Judges are more apt lo convict than juries, 
.surveys indicate, hut nevenheless agree with 
most jury verdicts in their courtrooms. Even 
when jurors become muddled by complicated 
evidence, their verdicts arc usually sound, re- 
satreh shows, bccousc the most capbic mem- 
ber of the pane] guides the deliberations. 

Sympathy, like anger, may color & verdict. 

- Skillful defense lawyers often try to put 
someone bihcr than the defendarti on trial. 
Many years ago the bic Texas defense lawyer 
Percy Foremap defended a woman who con- 
fessed to shooting her hasband lo death. 

During the trial, described by jury experts 
Valerie Hans and Neil Vidmar in their book. 
"Judging the Jury." the rinmboyanl defense 
lawyer presented evidence that the husband had 
poisoned dogs, stomped a puppy to death and 
wrung the neck of a parakeet. The jury acquit- 
ted the wife. 

This tendency to blame victims is pan ofthe 
American psyche, according to Hans.' She said it 
is reflected in some tabloid reports that surest 
Nicole Brown Simpson may nave been promiscu- 
oas. Another consulumt said such coverage may 
be sparking syrhpotliy for the cx-aililctc. 

Some critics suspect juries in California may 
be more erratic because of the .state's cultural 
climate. Harvard law school'Prof. Alan Der- 
showitz — months before he joined Simpson's 
defease team — condemned Colifomta as "the 
laughingstock” ofthe nation because its Juries 
fail lo convict "obviously guiliy-pcoplc. — : 

The strains of serving on notorious cases 
may exacerbate divisions- on the panel, al- 
though jurors usually feel even greater pressure 
to reach a verdict. 

— For-juror Judc-NcIson.-lhc-Mencndez case 
meant silting around day after day, confined in 
close quarters, always at the beck and call of 
Ihc court. "It was stressful' in that wc had these 
rcsponsibilitics'pul upon us,’.' said Ndson, who 
said hc.Iost his job os a rock band manager be- 
C. 1 USC of the trial's length. 


Jude Nelson was a juror in the Lyle 
Menendez (rial. He reported Tor duty on . 
June 12, 1993, ond was not released until 
Jan. 29, 1994, when his panel hung after 
five weeks of deliberating whether 
.Mcnendez had murdered his parents.' Half 
the jurors' fav()red convicting Menendez^' 
the other halfofvolunuiry manslaughter. 

“I spmt 25 days there just hollering and 
screaming and yelling to no avail," said 
Nelson, who votra for first-degm murder^. 

Los Angeles County District Attorn^' 
Gil Garccili was so frustrated- that he 
called on Californians to consider drop.- 
ping the unanimous verdict requiremev 
for some kinds of criminal coses. Stnti^ 
tics on deadlocked juries compiled by the 
Los Angeles Times suggest the prosectw 
tor may indeed have cause for concern, "t

— "If-Hoili-were several thousand - 
miles across the ocean, given the cur- 
rent U.S. foreign policy climate, the 
return of democracy to this-sn'iall 
nation would likely be a very low pri- 
ority among U.S. foreign policy 
goalk" Sloan added. 

A case could be made that the death 
of 18 U.S. soldiers in Somalia on Oct. 
3, 1993. indirectly resulted in the Haiti 
intervention. 

A little more than a week later, the 
USS Harian Counpr. with its 218 U.S. 
and Canadian military trainers, with- 
drew from Haitian vraters after a mob 
wchestrated by the army prev chied its 
docking. That emboldened the Haitian 
military defiance of the international 
community. 

Had the trainers gone ashore under 
terms of the Governor's Island accord 
signed by Haiti's Gen. Raoul Cedras 
and its exiled president, Jean-Bcrtrand 
Aristide, it's quite likely there would 
have been no need for last Nseek's mili- 
tary expedition. 

"U.S. -ofTicials subsequently 
acknowledged that the experience in 
Somalia had inlTucnccd the decision 
not to risk taking casualties by landing 
the troops in a confrontational setting." 
Sloan wrote in his July analysis. 

"Thc scqucncc of events was widely 
interpreted os a confrontation in which 
the United States blinked tlrsi — q 
major victory for the (Haitian) junta." 

In Somalia and Haiti — as in 
Grenada, Panama and Kuwait — U.S. 
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frbops wCTc imtialIy”grccleU'wuh great” 
joy and Kope by much of the popula- 
tion. There seems little doubt that the 
great majority' of Haitians feel a great 
sense of rel ie f after threcx ycare of mili- 
tary dictatevship. 

The risk is that early expectations, 
unfulfilled; quickly turn to disillusion- 
ment.
